well be required by the Ccatnieeioa in its work. It is our feeling that, 
aeo^- of these reports are of stud) a nature that they should receive 
diasasiaatlan only on the aost limited basis within the gseeutive Popart- 
aoite. In carrying out the statutory fuaetioae of the Birector of Centra] 
Intelligence to protect Intelligence sources and acthods from unauthorised 
disclosure, it ai#tt be oacees&ry to withhold sons of this Intelligence 
anterial freu the Ccwsiselon, at least until such tiae as a full security 
cheek has been aede of the ase&ers of the Comission and Its stuff who 
had iiccesa to such auteriul. 
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In view of the sweeping authorities contained in Section 10 of the 
enrolled Mil, we feel it is appropriate to indicate to you our concern 
that these provisions could be utilised to require extensive disclosure 
of hi ghly classified natters to the CcmaiaBion, and that therefore 
approval of the bill night raise serious security considerations in the 
intelligence field* 

While the views expressed herein can be utilised fully both by the 
Bureau of the Budget and the White House in reaching a final decision 
as to the appropriate action to be taken on this bill, it is requested 
that, if it is deterained to veto this measure, the views of CIA not be 
identified in the veto message.
